First year coach, Devin Brown attributes 
the win to the team members’ overall gen- 
eral knowledge and speed.

CHARLEVOIX - For a majority of 
the members on the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners, 
their vote came down to whether 
they could save county taxpayers 
money. 

Commissioners split, 4-2, in voting 
to approve a 10-year recycling con- 
tract with the Kalkaska-based Ameri- 
can Waste, effectively opting out of 
the final two years of an existing 
contract with Emmet County. Dis- 
trict No. 1 Commissioner George 
Lasater and District No. 6 Commis- 
sioner Larry Sullivan cast dissenting 
votes. 

According to board documents, 
American Waste will provide recy- 
cling services, both hauling and pro- 
cessing, for costs not to exceed 
$175,000 in the first year of the con- 
tract, with a 2.9-percent increase 
added annually over the final nine 
years of the deal. 

County officials estimate the new 
deal with save Charlevoix County an 
estimated $80,000 or more in the first 
year. In what was the third round of 
bids to provide recycling services, 
American Waste was reportedly the 
only bidder when bids were opened 
by a subcommittee a week earlier. 

“We're talking about a full 28-per- 
cent savings of the tax collection (on 
the recycling millage),” said District 
No. 2 Commissioner Chris Chris- 
tensen. “I’m not worried about the 
fund balance (for the recycling pro- 
gram). I’d like to give it back to the 
taxpayers.” 

Christensen, who paused before 
casting the final vote on the issue, 
said the decision to opt out of the 
contract with Emmet County was 
about the financial advantages of the 
bid submitted by American Waste. 
The company operates locally from 
an office in Charlevoix. 

“T have a world of respect for 
Emmet County,” Christensen said. 
“T’m challenging us to look at this in 
the best interests of our residents. 

“Tt warrants this discussion. It 
warrants this investigation,” he 
added. “I think we need to take a 
hard look at the numbers.” 

After talking with constituents 
about the issue, District No. 3 Com- 
missioner Ron Reinhardt said he 
came to much the same conclusion 
that the potential savings were worth 
the change in providers. 

“We have to look out for the taxpay- 
ers of this county,” Reinhardt said. 

Sullivan, however, said he ques- 
tioned the amount the county could 
save, with that total possibly being as 
low as $5,000 to $7,000. And, Emmet 
County recycling director Elisa 
Seltzer said the county might even 
save money by continuing on with 
the existing contract, adding 
Charlevoix County might see savings 
no matter what. 

“Tf you’re seeing savings from 
American Waste, the savings from 
Emmet County would be even 
greater,” Seltzer said. 

Sullivan was also concerned about 
the longevity of the county’s recy- 
cling efforts, when provided by a pri- 
vate contractor. 

“They don’t seem to pass the test of 
time,” Sullivan said. “And, recycling 
doesn’t always make for a money- 
making business. But, we’re protect- 
ing the environment.”

Officials seek review of 
county bidding process 


CHARLEVOIX — A split vote by 
the Charlevoix County Board of 
Commissioners in accepting a bid 
from American Waste for a 10- 
year contract to provide recycling 
services to Charlevoix County has 
various officials wanting to re- 
view the county’s bidding 
process. 

“There’s just got to be a better 
way going forward,” said Michael 
Cain, Boyne City manager who 
spoke as a citizen in support of 
honoring the county’s existing re- 
cycling contract with Emmet 
County at the March 13 county 
board meeting. 

“You folks are stressing your- 
selves out too much,” he said. “It 
shouldn’t take this long.” 

After voting in favor to accept 
the bid from American Waste, 
District No. 2 Commissioner 
Chris Christensen said he’d like 
to see the county board’s Person- 
nel Committee review the bidding 
process, including meeting with 
other local officials to discuss the 
issue. 

According to officials, Ameri- 
can Waste was the only bid sub- 
mitted for what was the third 
round of bids regarding county 
recycling services. But, in accept- 
ing the bid, the county will be 
seeking to opt out of the final two 
years of an existing contract with 
Emmet County, move that drew 
criticism from residents and 
Emmet County officials in atten- 
dance. 

“Let’s take a step back and re- 
view this, and garner some les- 


sons from it,” Christensen said 
after the board’s 4-2 vote. 

“This recycling thing over the 
last week has almost given me ul- 
cers,” added District No. 3 Com- 
missioner Ron Reinhardt, 
agreeing to the need for sucha 
procedural review. 

Denny Jason of Ironton, also 
chairman of the county’s Plan- 
ning Commission, said commis- 
sioners might want to look even 
further and consider the need for 
a county manager or controller. 

“Tt just seems what we’re doing 
isn’t working,” Jason said. “We 
need some kind of management 
system that does it in a profes- 
sional way.” 

But, Reinhardt said he doesn’t 
believe having a county manager 
or controller would have altered 
the outcome of last Wednesday’s 
vote. 

And, Joel Evans, commissioner 
for District No. 4 and the board’s 
chairman, said he thinks the 
county is served well by its vari- 
ous department heads, making 
the creation of such an adminis- 
trative post unnecessary. 

“We've got great department 
heads,” Evans said. “(And) I think 
we've learned some lessions. 
We’re not going to make everyone 
happy with our decisions. 

“We are, aS commissioners, 
doing the best for Charlevoix 
County we can.”

Whether they want to utilize 
this information to actually 
become a weather spotter is 
completely optional.”

this new opportunity and enthusi- 
astic to be a part of the district’s fu- 
ture,” Gaffney says. ““We have so 
many outstanding things going on - 
a fantastic staff, small class sizes, 
excellent test scores, and an ex- 
tremely supportive and team-ori- 
ented school board and financially 
our district is in very good shape.”

Medicare and the Shingles Shot 


The following infor- 
mation is taken from a 
publication called 
Dear Marci based in 
the Medicare Rights 
Center. 

Medicare Drug 
plans are required to 
cover all medically 
necessary commer- 
cially available vac- 
cines on their 
formu-lary that are 
not already covered by 
Medicare Part B. This 
includes the shingles 
vaccine. The plan will 
pay for the vaccina- 
tion itself and fora 
provider to give you 
the shot. 

BEFORE getting the 
shingles shot, you 
should first check 
with your Medicare 
Drug Plan to see 
where you can get the 
shot for the lowest 
cost. If you receive the 
shot from one of the 
plan’s in-network 
pharmacies, you 
should only need to 
pay the approved co- 
pay amount at the 
time you are vacci- 
nated. If your doctor 
provides the shot and 
cannot bill your Part 
D plan, you may need 
to pay for the shot 
yourself, then follow 
your Part D plan rules 
for getting a refund. 
Keep in mind that you 
will only be refunded 
the amount that your 
Part D plan approves 
for the shot, no matter 


what you paid for it, 
so you may be respon- 
sible for the difference 
between the doctor’s 
charge and the ap- 
proved amount. 

If you receive 
“Extra Help” in pay- 
ing for your medica- 
tions, you will only be 
responsible for the 
Extra Help co-pay. 
However, depending 
again on where you 
get the shot, you may 
have to pay for it your- 
self and request reim- 
bursement. 

In order to avoid 
having to request re- 
imbursement, the eas- 
iest way to have the 
Medicare Drug Plan 
pay up front is to get 
the shot from a 
provider who can di- 
rectly bill your 
Medicare part D plan. 

The Medicare Medi- 
caid Assistance pro- 
gram (MMAP) is the 
state-wide program 
which pro-vides free 
health benefits coun- 
seling to Medicare 
and Medicaid benefi- 
ciaries, their families, 
and caregivers.

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rain Injuries fap 
and can be life-changing

Life can change in an instant. This is 
certainly the case in brain injury. Accord- 
ing to the Brain Injury Association of 
American, an estimated 1.7 million chil- 
dren and adults in the U.S. sustain a trau- 
matic brain injury (TBD and another 
795,000 individuals sustain an acquired 
brain injury (ABI) from non-traumatic 
causes each year. More than 58,000 Michi- 
gan residents sustain a TBI annually, ac- 
cording to the Michigan Public Health 
Institute. More than 3.1 million children 
and adults live with a lifelong disability as 
aresult of TBI and an estimated 1.1 million 
have a stroke-related disability. 

Medical and indirect costs of TBI, such 
as loss of productivity, in the United States 
are in excess of $76 billion annually. Chil- 
dren from newborns to 4 years age, adoles- 
cents aged 15 to 19 and adults aged 65 or 
over are most likely to sustain a TBI, ac- 
cording to the Center for Disease Control. 
Persons aged 75 and older have the highest 
rates of TBI-related hospitalization and 
death. They are 4-5 times more likely to be 
admitted to a long-term care facility follow- 
ing a TBI. Persons in this age group also 
recover more slowly and are more likely to 
die from their injuries than younger per- 
sons. In all age groups, TBI rates are 
higher for males than females. 

The leading causes of TBI are: Falls 
(35.2%), motor vehicle/traffic accidents 
(17.3%), struck by/against events (16.5%) 
and assaults (10%). Falls are the leading 
cause of TBI among children aged 0 to 14 
(50%) and accounted for 61% of TBIs 
among adults 65 years and older. Motor ve- 
hicle crashes and traffic related incidents 
result in the largest percentage of TBI re- 
lated deaths (31.8%). 

Traumatic brain injury (TBD is defined 
as an alteration in brain function, or other 
evidence of brain pathology, caused by an 
external force. Motor vehicle accidents and 
gunshot wounds are common causes. 
Sports injuries, assaults, or falling and 
striking your head can also results in TBI. 
TBI is common to many returning soldiers 
as aresult of an improvised explosive de- 
vice or a rocket hitting a vehicle. They may 
have no outward signs of injury, but the 
pressure of the blast itself could have rat- 
tled the brain resulting ina TBI. About 
75% of TBIs are considered Mild Trau- 
matic Brain Injury (MTBI). Acquired 


brain injury (ABD includes all types of 
traumatic brain injuries and also brain in- 
juries caused after birth by cerebral vascu- 
lar accidents (commonly known as stroke), 
and loss of oxygen to the brain (hypoxic 
brain injury). 

Mild traumatic brain injuries (MTBI) ac- 
count for a majority of brain injuries re- 
ported annually. MTBI occurs when a 
sudden impact or forceful movement of the 
head results in an altered mental state, 
such as confusion or disorientation, loss of 
memory for brief periods immediately 
prior to or after the event, or brief loss of 
consciousness. More severe TBI result in a 
loss of consciousness of more than 30 min- 
utes and/or longer periods of memory loss, 
more than 24 hours. Many MTBIs are not 
reported. The actual incidence of MTBI is 


considerably higher than 1.25 million annu- 


ally. 

Brain injury is classified as mild, moder- 
ate or severe using the Glasgow Coma 
Scale, a measure of coma and impaired 
consciousness. The term Mild Traumatic 
Brain Injury does not describe the severity 
of the outcomes of MTBI. A brief period 
loss of consciousness or memory loss as 
the result of a blow to the head can affect 
the ability to complete routine, daily activi- 
ties and the ability to return to work. Fol- 
lowing an MTBI, individuals can 
experience: Problems with memory, con- 
centration, and emotional control, 
headaches, fatigue, irritability, blurred vi- 
sion or seizures. Researchers report unem- 
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n quickly 


ployment rates three months following in- 
jury among previously employed MTBI vic- 
tims as 34 percent. 

Sports-related injuries account for ap- 
proximately 20% of TBIs reported in the 
United States. Injuries can be prevented or 
reduced in severity through wearing hel- 
mets, but repeated impacts to the brain can 
lead to serious negative consequences. A 
number of lawsuits have been filed against 
the NFL by former players and their family 
members. In January, the family of Junior 
Seau, filed a wrongful death suit against 
the NFL for failing to protect Seau from the 
dangers of brain injuries. Seau, was an 
NFL player for 20 years, committed suicide 
last May by shooting himself in the chest. 
He was 43 years old. Examination of 
Seau’s brain indicated that he had CTE, a 
brain disease related to blows to the head, 
which can result in depression and demen- 
tia. 

In 2012, the NFL introduced stricter 
guidelines regarding when players could 
return to work after suffering a concus- 
sion. Last week, the NFL and General Elec- 
tric announced a four-year $60 million 
initiative to develop imaging technology 
and other approaches to aid in the preven- 
tion, detection, and management of TBI. 
The frequency of TBI can be reduced 
through prevention. Knowing the symp- 
toms of TBI and getting immediate treat- 
ment can reduce the severity of and assist 
individuals in coping with the long-term 
consequences of TBI.

FOOD SAFETY 


Without proper 
license, Northern 
Michigan caterers 
may be violating 
food laws 


As wedding and graduation sea- 
son approaches, officials with the 
Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan are advising caterers and 
catering businesses that they must 
obtain their own food license, 
rather than simply operating ina 
food preparation kitchen that is 1li- 
censed by another entity. Because 
food licenses are location-specific, 
some catering operations may be in 
violation of the law by preparing 
food at a remote location without 
the proper license. The public is 
also being warned about food that is 
prepared under these illegal cir- 
cumstances, and catering customers 
are advised to verify caterers’ li- 
censing status. 

“Proper inspection and licensing 
are necessary to protect public 
health,” said Mike Jones, Environ- 
mental Health District Supervisor 
for the Health Department. “Cater- 
ers committed to providing safe 
food simply take the necessary pre- 
cautions and get licensed.” Jones 
added that caterers must obtain a 
separate license to operate a special 
transitory food unit or mobile food 
unit if they need to prepare food 
away from their main facility. Oth- 
erwise, all food must be prepared at 
the licensed kitchen and taken to 
the serving location in “ready-to- 
serve” form. 

Michigan Food Law requires that 
each separately-managed business 
must have its own food license. This 
may mean that more than one li- 
censed food or catering business op- 
erates from a shared kitchen. 
Further, the law says food prepara- 
tion — cutting, slicing, mixing, wash- 
ing, peeling, chopping, cooking, 
heating, re-heating, thawing, assem- 
bly or portioning of food items — is 
not allowed anywhere other than 
the licensed location. 

In addition to keeping foods safe 
for the public, Jones said these laws 
protect individuals and facilities 
from being liable if something does 
go wrong. “If a licensed kitchen fa- 
cility lets an unlicensed caterer pre- 
pare food there, then that facility is 
incurring substantial risk,” he cau- 
tioned. 

Catering businesses in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Otsego 
Counties should contact the Health 
Department at (800) 432-4121 to ob- 
tain the correct license applica- 
tions, and submit them no later 
than May 31. After that date, any 
catering business found to be oper- 
ating without the proper license(s) 
will be subject to legal action, in- 
cluding orders to cease operations 
and removal of illegally-prepared 
foods. 

The Health Department of North- 
west Michigan is mandated by the 
Michigan Public Health Code to pro- 
mote wellness, prevent disease, pro- 
vide quality healthcare, address 
health problems of vulnerable pop- 
ulations, and protect the environ- 
ment for the residents and visitors 
of Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego Counties.

The vernal equinox
